ever since for the benefit of the Smithsonian In- 
stitute. He says that the cold snap of 1835 has 
never been equaled since or before. 
Qid Judge Bethune told bim that 
up to Feb 8 of that year the 
temperature was as mild as usual, the ther- 
mometer 80 above zero on the 7th. During the 
night, however, the weather suddenly turned 
cold, and in the morning the astonished inhal- 
itants of Jacksonville awoke to find ice in 
their water- pitchers. The thermometer had 
lowered from 80 to 8 above, An almost incredible 
occurrance for this latitude. Well, the orange 
crop was utterly ruined, and St. Augustine, 
which exported 130,000 packages of oranges in 
1834; did not send out a single cargo. And to 
show how unpreced@nted was this cold weather, 
it is related that orange-trees, measuring twen- 
ty inches in diameter and being over a century 
old, were destroyed.

_ THE PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. 

The report of the Joint Committee of Con- 
gress on thé’ subject of counting the Presi- 
dential vote is now before the Senate and 
House, and will be debated and considered 
during the next ten days. It is an important 
measure, the necessity for which so im- 
pressed itself upon the partisans who com- 
posed the Committee that they yielded their 
own convictions and their own wishes to 
the higher considerations of the public good. 
When seven Republicans and seven Pemo- 
crata, selected because of their partisan pre- 
dilections, unite upon a plan of settling the 
difficulty which threatens the peace of the 
country, it is safe to assume that the meae- 
ure is abowt as fair and just to all parties as 
can be expected from ordinary human na- 
ture. The bill will be opposed by two 
classes of persons holding widely different 
opinions: 

1. Those who believe that the Constitu- 
tion has placed in the President of the Sen- 
ate exclusively, and free of all control by 
Congress, the power to count the Electoral 
votes, including the power to determine 
-which of two or more returns from a State 
shall be counted. 

2. Those who believe that the House of 
Representatives have, by a majority vote, 
the power to object to and veto the counting 
of the vote of any State, thereby @feating 


taining jurisdiction to elect a President by 
their own body. 

These are the two extremes which will 
oppose this plan. It is directly pertinent

sentatives do so because that House will 
elect IDN. These extremes will oppose 
any counting of the votes that will not elect 
their man; and they prefer to persist in hav- 
ing two Presidents counted in—one by each 
House—rather than yield a letter of their 
claim. To them the success of their man 
rises above all other considerations, and to 
secure that man they care nothing of the 
copsequences. 

It is proper that these extreme partisans 
should be reminded that all Republicans do 
not agree with them, nor do all Democrats. 
The President of the Senate is an officer of 
that body; he is appointed by and is a mem- 
ber of that body; he is its organ and repre- 
sentative. He is the representative of the 
will of a majority of the Senate, and will 
not undertake to put that will at defiance, 
nor set himself up as an independent tribu- 
nal. It is altogether uncertain whether a 
majority of the Senate believes or will sanc- 
tion the claim that the President of that 
body is above the control and direction of 
the two Houses of Congress. In point of 
fact, we do not believe that the Senate will 
consent to the exercise of any authority by 
the President of the Senate to count the 
vote except in the event of a failure of Con- 
gress to make any rule or law on the subject. 
The great majority of the members of that 
body, including the ablest and most experi- 
enced members of both parties, have, by their 
votes and their recorded opinions, decided 
over and over that the two Houses of Congress 
have the power by law to relieve the Presi- 
dent of the Senate of all authority beyond 
the mere opening of the certificates. The 
President of the Senate, therefore, will not 
undertake the arbitr ry exercise of the pow- 
er claimed for him unless so directed by a 
Senate, the majority of which is opposed to 
such exercise of power by him. Nor is it 
altogether certain that the Democrats in the 
House are agreed as to the revolutionary 
power claimed for that body ; but the refusal 
by the othar side to adopt any rule on the 
subject would result unquestionably in the 
declaration of the election of TD by that 
body.

It 
1s not strange, then, that medical men should 
have carried their speculations and experi- 
ments in the same direction beyond the vision 
of the microscope. *‘ The disease,” says 
Tro, bears as constant a relation to 
its contagium as the microscopic organisms 
just enumerated do to their germs, or, in- 
déed, as a thistle does to ita seed. No won- 
der, then, with analogies so obvious and so 
striking, that the conviction is spreading and 
growing daily in strength that reproductive 
parasitic life ig at the root of epidermic dis- 
ease,—that living ferments finding lodgment 
in the body increase there and multiply, di- 
rectly ruining the tissue on which they sub- 
sist, or destroying life gndirectly by the 
generation of poisonous compounds within 
the body: This conclusion, which comes to 
us with a presumption almost amounting to 
demonstration, is clinched by the fact that 
virulently-infective diseases have been dis- 
covered with which living, organisms are as 
closely and as indissolubly associated as the 
growth of torula is with the fermentation of 
beer.” 

It was upon this hypothesis that Dr. 
Brun began his search, as long as ten years 
ago in the case of diphtheria and more re- 
cently in scarlet fever, for an agency that 
would attack and defeat the reproductive 
parasites which he believes to be destroying 
the essentials of the blood in those diseases. 
He first found that ic acid, adminis- 
tered internally, was effective as an anti- 
septic, but the objection. to it was that it 
could not be diffused in sufficient quantities 
to insure success without risking its poison- 
ous effects. Sulphite of soda was found to 
be diffusive enoggh, but to lack en- 
ergy. It was finally in a combination 
of the two—sulpho-carbolate of soda 
—that the desired agency was discov- 
ered, and ite use during the present 
epidemic this winter of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria has abundantly defffonstrated its 
efficiency.

They met with a 
great flourish of trumpets, atid at the outset 
impressed the world with the hope, based 
upon the the firmness with which they 
treated the question of armistice between 
Turkey and Servia, that they would 
present such an yitimatum and in 
such a manner as would inevit- 
ably impress the Porte with the 
conviction that the, Great Powers were in 
earnest, and that, unless Turkey conceded 
and guaranteed the reforms which Russia 
had demapded, she would incur the displeas- 
ure of all Europe. As time went on, how- 


Turks has thus simplified matters. 
one must back squarely down or there must 
be a fight. Of course the Turk cannot now 
retreat. England, France, Ifaly, and Ger- 
many have promised neutrality, and Austria 
has no immediate interest in the quarrel so 
far as the points at issue between Russia and 
Turkey are concerned. Will Russia fight or 
yield the points which it demanded at the 
outset? If it decides upon war, it must be a 
bitter struggle, for the armies of the two 
nations are about equally matched, while the 
Turks have the naval superiority, thanks to 
English money. The Russians are most un- 
doubtedly good soldiers, but so are the Turks, 
and the latter would go into the fight flushed 
with their successes over the Servians, and 
undoubtedly count ng upon a rupture of the 
relations between Russia and Austria, sooner 
or later. If Russia retreats from her posi- 
tion, it must be with a loss of national honor, 
and, in the light of such a retreat, the Czar’s 
Moscow speech, not a word of which has

THE RINDERPEST. 

Losbox, Jan. 19.—Stringent regulations have 
been issued concerning the importation of cat- 
tle, sheep, and goats from Germany, France, 
and Belgium, in consequence of the outbreak of 
the rinderpest. Denmark and the Netherlands 
will be ineffided in the restrictions unless the 
importation and transit of German beasts is 
prohibited. In Germany measures have been 
takeu to prevent the rinderpest from spreading. 

STORM AND FLOOD. 

The English papers of the 4th inst. contain 
extensive accounts of the late disasters caused 
by storm and flood. Of the second overflow of 
the River Thames a London paper says: 

The excitemént and consternation of the morn 
when the waiel first made its appearance were 
enough. but the dejection apparent in the faces of 
those who witnessed a repetition of the disaster 
which had destroyed hundreds of homes and thrown 
out of work many hundreds of men was very psin- 
ful. Many houses bad to be again vacated, and so 
general was the exodus that at 7 o'clock at night 
‘only a few persons were left in them, namely, those 
who oecupied tne top floors. To them egress was 
impossibie in the absence of boats. The occupants 
of che houses waited till late at night for a cessation 
of the waters, and then, failing other means, had 
to seek shelter in the schoo]-rooms in the neighbor- 
hood, which the clergy had thrown open to them 
and where sleeping accommodation and warm fo 
were provided. By this meat much distress, espe- 
cially among women and young children, was allevi- 
ated. The water gained access to the streets adja- 
cent to the Albert Embankment by the docks of the 
Pottery Works and did much damage, several per- 
sons only saving their lives by immediate fight. 
So nigh was the water at Vauxhall that the goods 
traine could not enter the yard. The water ran ip 
at the frontand back of the premises st Wands- 
worth road and wrought much mischief. The 
works of the London & Southwestern HKailway are 
stin submerged to a large cxtent, and numbers of 
men are out of employment. On the evening of 
the 3d preparations were made to resist the over- 
flowing of the waters. Cellar openings were bat- 
tened down and covered with stiff clay, and several 
of the inhabitants took the precaution of laying 
down tarpaulins over their area gratings. Notwith- 
standing al! these precautions, however, the water 
rose to such a height that it swamped almost every- 
thing the poor people had in their lo rooms. 
The great wooden gates, weighing tons, at 
the Nine Elms Station, were lifted off their hinges 
by the force of the water, and thus the goods in 
the yard floated into the Wandsworth road. 

The storm which has prevailed in Scotland for 
a fortuight, and which all hoped had passed 
away, broke out again on the night of the 3d, 
and raged with great fury all along the north 
Scottish coast. Telegrams to the London papers 
says: 

Another storm was raging last evening slong the 
northeast coast.

The Belgian Proposition.

Winter in North Carolina. 
Raleigh (. C.) News, Jan. 10. 

Maj. W. W. Rollins, the President of jhe 
Western North Carolina Railroad, arrived in 
this. city yesterday afternoon, and gives a 
graphic account of his trip between Henry’s, 
the head of his road, and Salisbury. The train 
left Henry’s on Monday morning last about 7 
o’clock. Snow was falling at the time, with the 
thermometer registering 18 degrees below zero. 
Soon after starting the track grew very heavy, 
but the train managed to reach Old Fort. The 
snow ws falling at a terrible rate, and with 
each turn of the wheels progress became more 
and more difficult. Four miles below Old Fort 
the engine gave out of Water and the train came 
to a dead stop. The locomotive was cut loose, 
and with Engineer Marsh, Route-Agent Ramsay, 
and four negroes, started alone to the tank, which 
was three miles distant. About half way it ran 
into a snow-irift, which stopped it entirely, and, 
after repeated efforts to get through and as 
many failures, the engineer essayed to put back 
to the train and discovered to his utter conster- 
nation that he could neither go forward nor 
backward. und fast by the snow, the engi- 
neer and his party remained there on the track 
the whole ot that long and cold night, with no 
covering sve their ordinary clothing, no shelter 
except what was afforded by the cab, and no fire 
except what they could keep in the furnace of 
the engine by burning such fence rails and other 
wood as they could out of the snow. Pro- 
visions were sent to them from the train, and 
the next morning water was carried in buckets 
for a distance of a quarter of a mile, throuch 
snow thirty-six inches in depth on a level, reac 
ing to the waists of the men, until enough was 
had to raise steam in the engine. ‘hen by re- 
peatedly running back, then under full headway 
striking the snow-bank with the plow on the 
pilot, the locomotive finaily made its wa 
through this drift, to find the road filled with 
others almost as immovable. Meanwhile a large 
force of convicts had been sent for, and these 
pushed the train back te Marion, where the pas- 
sengers were provided with all pecessary com- 
forts. The bare engine proceeded down the 
road ata slow rate, the snow being shoveled 
out before it in many places, until about the 
third day it reached Teard, where it found the up 
train from Salisbury. A special engine, the heav- 
jest on the road, had been sent out from Salis- 
bury, with the snow-plow loaded down with 
castings, and three engines, distributed along 
the road, cleared the road in fivé days, and the 
train which left Henry's Monday morning reach- 
ed Salisbury, a distance of 117 miles, Fri- 
day night’ at 12 o'clock.

(septic germs) in the bivod, amounting, in man 
vases. to@ veritable blood-poison; aud accord- 
ingly began then the administration of carbolic 
acid by the stomach to destroy these germs. 
Tue rosult was both prompt and gratifying,— 
many cases recovering rapidly under the admin- 
n of this antiseptic, wuen other measures 
offered but little hope. 

Observing how seluom Erysipelas appeared in 
surgical vases where | used carbolic-acid dress- 
ings, I was led to regard this disease of septic 
Origin; and to-day the certainty with which a 
case of Erysipelas is arrested by the internal 
administration of an efficient antiseptic is as 
complete a demonstration of the presence of 
septic germs in the blood, or is, at least as con- 
vincing to my mind, as though the germs could 
be seen through the microscope.

The frequent mtermingling of the char- 
acteristic Bymptoms of Scarlet Fever and 
Diphtheria in the same tm ry and the 
stace of system in which Scarlet Fever often 
left those who survived an attack,—a condition 
in which the blood and fluids of the body bor- 
dered close upon putridity,—led me, fully eigbt

At his death in 1969; Lamartine left the 
manuscript of the above-named volume in the 
hands of his publisher, who had purchased it 
some years previously, with the understanding 
that it was not to appear during the /ifetime of 
the poet. It was printed in France in 1871, and 
was soon after translated into Spanish, and later 
into English by Lady Herbert. The present 
version, which has been carefully made, renders 
the work accessible this side of the Atlantic. 

The book presents the diary of Mrs. Alice de 
Lamartine, edited and revised by her son Al- 
phonse. The portrait which it gives is that 
of a beautiful, refined, saintly woman, whose 
lifé was wholly consecrated to her family and 
her religion. Her mother was an wnder- 
governess of the children of the Duke 
of Orleans, aud she was born inthe palace of 
St. Cloud, and ‘grew to the age of 16 in the 
and companionship of King Louis 
Philippe, whose lessons pastimes she la- 
miliariy shared. She was married, on the eve 
of the Revolution, to the Chevalier de Lamar- 
tine, a man nearly twenty years ber senior. Her 
husband was # Captain of cavalry, and one of the 
defenders of the Tuileries against the midnight 
assault of the mob who sought to murder 
Louis XVI. and Marie Antionette in their sleep. 
He was imprisoned, with his aged parents, two 
brothers, and two sisters who were nuns, on ac- 
count of his jloyaity to the King, and for 
eighteen months endured captivity with the 
ony expectation of its termination on tlie guil- 

otine. 

His young wife, with her infant son 1 onse, 
was leit alone during this weary period, in the 
family mansion, which was closely guarded by 
sentinels. Her dwelling was situated just across 
the street from the prison confining her hus- 
band, and from the window in the upper stories 
the unhappy couple could see and communicate 
with each other. Certain hours of every day 
were spent in transmitting messages by sign- 
la e, or letters attached to an arrow, 
w adame Lamartine shot through the bars 
of her husband’s prison. The 9th of [hermidor 
set all captives free, and the reunited family of 
Lamartine retired to the little estate of Milly, 
near Macon, 300 miles from Paris, where the 
greater part of the remainder of their days were 

t 


spent. 
Chevalier de Lamartine was a younger son, 
and but a small portion of the handsome prop- 
erty left by his pareuts descended directly to 
him. It was therefore in straitened circum- 
stances that his wife and six children were for 
many years compelled to live. Madame De 
Lamartine, who had been bred in luxury, com 
formed to the necessities of her situation wit® 
ex sweetness. Her union with ber hus- 
band was as larly happy one, and her devo- 
tion te her chil was engrossing. An ardent, 
unse and sentimental nature ound expres- 
sionin a continual flow of intense affection 
toward the members of ber family, and in the 
scrupulous performance of the duties prescribed 
by her religion. it was from this mother that 
the poet Lamartine received the romance, 
the enthusiasm, the imagination, which made 
him a poet and unfitted him for practical affairs. 
The diary of Madame De Lamartine is inter- 
esting as an exposition of the custome prevail- 
ing in the cultivated nomes of France, and like- 
wise for the light which it throws upon the 
character of her distinguished son. Its confes- 
sions are unrestrained, and fully reveal the 
anxieties, tne solaces, the joys, and the cares 
which agitate the mother in a country where 
much more domestic responsibility seems to de- 
volye upon ber than in our own.

The first half of this novel is quite engaging. 
The heroine, whose predominating tendencies 
are suggested by the title given her, captivates 
us by her piquant frankness and independence, 
and we forgive her wayward freaks and pranks 
for the sake of her real nobility of disposition. 
Her adventures, which continually play about 
the perilous verge of fatal impropriety, skill- 
fully escape ruinous disaster, though disquiet- 
ing the mind with constant tremors of alarm. 
There is a delightful unworldliness, too, in her 
own aims and actions, as in those of her elderly 
friend and mentor,—destined to be her lover,— 
which diffuses an elevating influence round about 


the romance. This is one of the charms of Mr. 
Blacks dest characterizations, investin 
them with a sincere stead- 
fast unselfishness, whose lofty beauty makes it- 
self felt by the most narrow-minded time- 
servers. It was the captivating grace of Sheila, 
„ The Princess of Thule,” and, with less con- 
ikeuous expression, is the loveliest trait of 
adicap Violet.

azreeably lured on to the point where Violet and 
Mr. Drummond declare their mutual regard, is 
thenceforth irritated with the tissue of improb- 
able and distressing circumstances in which the 
lovers are entang ed. There is an irresistible 
desire to dispose, with a cuff on the ears, of the 
meddlesome, mole-cyed Mrs. Warrener, who 
most gratuitously creates the misunderstanding 
which at once destroys the happiness of the chief 
person and the success of the book; while a 
reaction of feeling setsin against Violet, who 
secures the death of Mr. Drummond and her 
own insanity by attempting to carry out a plan 
that was absurdly unreasonable and inhuman. 
It was a pitiful and unnatural departure from 
Violet’s habit of driving direct to the heart of 
an issue and solving its mysteries, Mr her to 
hide herself from her friends, leaving them to 
mourn her as dead. A woman with the reso- 
lution to persist in such a purpose should have 
the wisdom not to undertake it, and it shocks 
our preconceived opinion of her to find that 
Violet has so much of the one admirable quality 
and so little of the other.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


DIAZ, THE PAINTER. 

Nareisse Virgile Diaz, the news of whose 
death sped around the world last November, 
was born at Bordeaux, Aug. 20, 1807. His pa- 
rents were exiles from Spain, and died while he 
was still very young. A Protestant clergyman 
living near Paris took chargeof the orphan and 
apprenticed him to a painter on porcelain. He 
had no opportunities for education, and his 
early life was spent in poverty and toil. His 
history as an artist repeats the usual experience 
of struggles with difficulties and 
ments, and a resolute persistence in battling 
with them until victory had been won. 

The power of Diaz lay in his warm, true feel- 
ing for color, and he was one of the most brill- 
iant of that school of French painters who excel 
in tint rather than in form. Correggio and 
Prudhon were his favorite masters, and he 
studied them until he had caught tae secret of 
their successes, nd 46s oftentimes’ was 
able to interpret the mystery on his 
own canvases: His early sketches, paint- 
ed in the, ardor of youth, give ‘magnificent 
examples of color, and are now esteemed by 
collectors as the most precious of his works. 
“Later on,” says @ critic‘in the Academy, 
“after a journey in the East,—which did not 
teach him much, for he had an essential apti- 
tude for collecting within him all the eiements

GERMAN DISHES. * 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cms, Jan. 19.—Among your numerous as- 
pirants for knowledge in what pertains to comforts 
of home I hope there will be many that will appre- 
Ciate the excellent plain German dishes, the recipes 
of which I now give: 

Noodle Soup: Break two eggs into a bowl; beat 
until light, addi a pinch of salt: then work in 
flour (with your hand) until you have a very stiff 
dough; turn it on your molding board, and work 
until it 1s as omeoth as glass; pinch off a piece the 
size of a walnut, and roll it as thin as paper; then 
with a sharp knife cut off very narrow strips; pro- 
ceed in the same way until all your dough is cat. 
Have some good veal, chicken, or any 
other kind of broth, well seasoned, half an hour 
befure you serve your dinner; drop in the noodles. 
Be sure the soup is boiling when you do so. Add 
a little parsely if you have it. If the noodles are 
made according to directions, they will be found 
farsuperiorto maccaroni. If you have any of the 
noodies left in the bottom of your soup, you can 
have a very nice lunch-dish next day. t a piece 
of butter into a skillet or pan, and as soon as it is 
hot put in the cold noodles; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper; stir until very hot, then break three or 

ur eggs and add to the noodles, stirring the whole 
until the eggs are ceoked sufficiently. Some other 
time I will tell another way to cook noodles, much 
more delicate. 

Sour-Kraut: 

I take three quarts of kraut (never wash it) ; 
in a large saucepan, with plenty of water. get 
two pounds of nice—lean and fat mixed—pickied 
pork; washitand lay ontop of the kraut, skin 
side up; let it boil from two to three hours; cook 
down close, but notdry. If you have any leftover 
preserve the liquor in which it boiled and warm 
again next day. The of tener kraut is warmed over 
the betteritis. Some like drop dumplings in their 
kraut. I make them with one egg, a pinch of salt, 
half a cup of milk, and flour to make a thick bat- 
ter; beat all well together, and drop witha spoon 
into boiling quid. Twenty minutes will cook 
them. These dumplings are good in any kind of 
soup. 
Hot Potato-Salad: Siice some potatoes very thin; 
fry them a delicate brown, adaing salt and pepper. 
In another pan fry an equal quantity of onions 
(sliced thin), ofa light-brown also. When both 
are done, mix together, stirring lightiy with a 
fork; then add one-third of acup of vinegar, apd 
serve hot.

FOOD FOR AN INFANT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaeo, Jan. 19. —I have often wanted to write 
The Home, but, seeing so many letters from those 
older and wiser than myself, have 7 quiet, 
until seeing a request from Mrs. M. M., “ for 
something to help her baby’s bowels, I determined 
to tell her my experience. I bave raised t 
little boys on the bottle, and I defy the world to 
show stronger, healthier, or more perfectly-formed 
children than mine. The recipe is as follows: 
Boil one-half pint water; then take a bowl, in it 
put three heaping tablespoonfuls of wheat flour; 
mix it with milk (a little ata time to avoid lumps) 
antil it is quite thin; when the water boils add the 
milk and flour; stir it constantly, and let it boil 
hard fora minute or two; take from the fire and 
sweeten with nice white sugar. Thies should be 
thick enongh to eat with a spoon. We 
call this ‘‘flour-porridge.” I would give it 
three times a day. Also ve him scraped 
beef, prepared as follows: Take a piece of lean, 
raw beef (I think round steak the best); lay it flat 
on the table, and scrape it with a tabie-knife; 
sprinkle a very little salt on it, and let the child eat it 
raw. This is a dish that children are very fond ef, 
You must use your own judgment about how much 
to give. Igave mine less than a teaspoonfa) at 
first, and gradually increased until now they would 
eat a saucerfal apiece if allowed. From practical 
experience I know the above to be certain reme- 
dies. kor a drink, make a rav egg custard; one 
eggtoapintof milk, if his stomach is weak; if 
net, you can add more egg,—the more raw he 
can bear on his stomach the better.
